the offer of the Pasteur Institute, there is 
little or no lrydrophobia, but in France and 
America there are countless alleged cases. 
Mrs. White tells of a Philadelphia coroner, 
Thomas Dugan, who, in the six years he 
held office, investigated every case that was 
reported to be hydrophobia, yet was unable 
to find a single instance of the genuine dis- 
ease. It frequently proved to be lockjaw, 
sometimes delirium tremens, or some other 
nervous complaint. Twice during the time 
in which he was coroner he had cases where 
the patient had not been bitten at all, but 
only fancied that a bite had been received, 
and, being talked to about it, had died of 
fright. Developing hydrophobia scares is 
one of the most heinous of offenses, and yet 
it is one of which the press of the whole 
country is guilty. Do not journals give 
prominent place to every case of hysterical 
fright founded upon a dog bite, and usually 
wind up the account with the statement that 
the bitten one sought the Pasteur treat- 
ment? Why those editors who pride them- 
selves upon being leaders of public opinion 
do not inform themselves in regard to a 
subject, which at the present time occasions 
large numbers of persons the misery of 
fright or the anguish of apprehension, is a 
mystery.

T the annual meeting of the Na 
A tional Academy of Design, Mr. John 
W. Alexander was unanimously 
elected president after Mr. Frederick Dill 
man, who has held the office for ten years, 
declined to be re-elected. The other of- 
ficers elected were Messrs. Herbert Adams, 
vice-president; Henry W. Watrous, corre 
sponding secretary; Kenyon Cox, recording 
secretary, and Francis C. Jones, treasurer. 
The collection of water colors owned by 
Mr. C. H. Buck, of Brooklyn, which was 
placed on view on 20 May at the American 
Art Galleries, is probably the finest private 
collection in this country, numbering about 
175 works and including examples by 
Whistler, Wyant, La Farge, Winslow 
Homer, Abbey, Twachtman, Tryon, Chase, 
Shirlan, Murphy and almost all the other 


w Il-known American water color painters. 
The proceeds of the exhibition are to be 
devoted to the Permanent Fund of the 
American Water Color Society. 

The exhibition of pastels, by Mrs. A. C. 
Barney, of Washington, on yiew at Knoed 
ler’s in New York for the past two weeks, 
has attracted much attention. Fifty-four 
works were shown, among the most inter- 
esting being portraits of Miss Gwendoline 
Foulke, the Countess of Suffolk, (formerly 
Miss Daisy Leiter); Baroness Hengelmul- 
ler and Mrs. Nicholas Longworth (entitled 
Princess Alice). 

On 13 May the collection of 123 paint- 
ings formed by the late Justice Day was 
sold at Christie’s in London and realized 
a grand total of $375,000. A number of 
the works were bought by American deal- 
ers, and among the highest prices paid 
were $26,250 for Goose Maiden, by Millet; 
$17,325 for Four Mills, by Matthieu Maris 
(a painting less than a square foot in size), 
and $15,750 for Feeding Chickens, by the 
same artist—a painting that was bought not 
many years ago for less than $150. Some 
of the other works sold and prices paid 
were Corot’s Woodcutters, $7,250, and Vil- 
lage de Coubron, $9,000; Daubigney’s 
Les Bords du L’Oise, $9,000; Harpignies’ 
Solitude, $9,000, and Mauve’s Troupeau De 
Montoris, $12,500. All of the last named 
pictures were bought by American dealers. 

The Convention of Art Societies, held 
in Washington on 11, 12 and 13 May, and 
attended by more than one hundred dele 
gates from various parts of the country, 
resulted in the formation of The American 
Federation of Arts, which has for its object 
the advancement of art and the cultivation 
of public taste. It was decided that the 
headquarters of the Federation should be 
in Washington and that meetings should 
be held there annually. Mr. Charles L. 
Hutchinson, president of the Chicago Art 
Instit--te and vice-president of the National 
Academy of Art, presided, and among the 
speakers were Vice-President Sherman, 
Senator Elihu Root and the Hon. Francis 
G. Newlands. The officers elected are as 
follows: President, C. L. Hutchinson, of 
the Chicago Art Institute; first vice-presi- 
dent, Herbert Adams, of New York; sec- 
ond vice-president, John T. Alexander, of 
Pittsburg; third vice-president, R. A. Cram, 
of Boston; secretary, F. D. Millet, of New 
York and Washington; assistant secretary, 
Miss Leila Mechlin, of Washington, and 
treasurer, J. P. Morgan, Jr., of New York 

As a permanent memorial of the Hudson- 
Fulton Celebration, there will be erected 
(through the generosity of Mr. C. K. G. 
Billings) on the site of old Fort Tryon, 
which is now owned by Mr. Billings, a 
large bronze and granite tablet designed by 
Charles R. Lamb.

‘Rom across the sea comes word that 
iF Oscar Hammerstein and the repre- 
sentatives of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company, Gulio Gatti-Casazza and Andreas 
Dippel, are engaged in a desperate encoun- 
ter for rights to certain operas and singers 
the coming season in New York. At 
last accounts they were all three quartered 
at one of the leading hotels in Paris, the 
pivotal point about which the operatic war- 
fare was raging. At present the scene, tem- 
porarily, has shifted to certain other cities 
on the Continent, notably Vienna, Munich, 
Berlin and Rome, Milan and Naples. 
Agents who represent the various singers 
and composers have been in the maelstrom 
which has threatened to cost some of them 
their positions. The astute Hammerstein, 
reaching the scene of action several weeks 
in advance of his rivals, had done consid- 
erable damage to them—from his own ac- 
counts—even though they were, in a way, 
looked out for by the men who are re- 
tained to guard the interests of the Metro- 
politan Opera Company. 

A year ago Hammerstein foresight ran 
off with several operas which proved 
greater successes than some of those which 
the Metropolitan secured. This season the 
manager, director, board of directors and

general-in-chief of the Manhattan Opera 
House cut in ahead of the Metropolitan 
forces by engaging the tenor, Carasa, who 
made such a hit at Covent Garden the night 
of his début. Hammerstein signed a con 
tract with him without even having heard 
the voice, and if he proves to be what ac 
counts state he will, in time, develop into 
a second Caruso. Letters from the other 
side and cables bring word to the effect 
that Hammerstein has spared no effort or 
expense to obtain exclusive rights t» every- 
thing in the way of new operas and singers 
which he felt would strengthen his position 
here. The question which concerns him 
most is whom he will for the past 
of musical director in place of Campanini. 
Several names have been mentioned, but, 
although Hammerstein has secured options 
on the services of several great musicians, 
definite selection has yet been made.

To those who are familiar with the giant 
strides which opera has made in New York 
in the last few years it will be startling to 
learn that New York’s progressiveness and 
wealth have seriously embarrassed the op 
era at Paris. The present condition threat- 
ens the existence of the once greatest opera 
house in the world, where now there is so 
much internal strife that leading French 
musicians are alarmed. The government’s 
subsidy of $160,000 a year has proved not 
sufficient to meet. the annual deficit caused, 
in part, by the increased salaries demanded 
by the leading artists who can secure large 
sums for singing in New York and in South 
America. Besides, the public is clamoring 
for finer stage mountings, more new pro- 
ductions—which are very expensive to make 
—and, lastly, the reported democratizing of 
the Paris Grand Opera has caused many of 
the social leaders to feel that they are not 
as fully at home there as in past years 
when it was the “salon de luxe” of the 
capital. Following all this the patrons of 
the opera are becoming tired of the old 
composers’ works, and Verdi, Meyerbeer, 
Donizetti, Halevy and others, whose operas 
have been welcomed for several decades, 
are viewed as passé. On top of all this the 
modern composer, who writes chiefly for 
the approval of the music critics and the 
few musically cultivated people, is not giv- 
ing the general opera-going public what it 
wants. And what the public demands is 
melody—music which permits the singer to 
use the bel canto, and not a mass of sounds 
and difficult intervals for the singing voice 
which does not permit the artist to secure 
the climaxes that are the things loved by 
the masses. The last factor in the situation 


at Paris is one which also threatens the 
giving of opera in New York. Here we 
are becoming somewhat wearied with the 


older composers, as was demonstrated last 
season when the Tetrazzini vogue fell off 
sharply, to a large extent, on account of the 
continued use of a small repertory made up 
of operas which have been given over and 
over again for years. It is a difficult prob 
lem for the opera managers to solve, and 


as there are not in sight many composers 
who write with the facility of Puccini we 
are wondering what the future of opera is 


to be. We are near the critical period.
